Peace-time Needs 


The estimates being prepared by the 

Department are based entirely on 

ce-time requirement and do not take 

to consideration the war-ime need of 

having a surplus of trained regular 

officers to take command of the ships 
how out of commission. 

The figures can be predicted with 
accuracy. To date there are 5,270 line 
officers, i a maximum allowed 
strength of 5,499. This maximum was 

ched on graduation day in 1927, has 

n somewhat below since on account 
of the smaller classes and will again 
teach the top next June and thereafter. 
The minimum for each year will be 
about 300 below that figure and the 
mean about 150. 


The investigation has shown that the 
need for officers for surface vessels 
increases slowly up to 1935 when the 
cruiser program is scheduled to be 
eompleted and is thereafter constant. 
For aviation there is a substantial in- 
¢rease up to 1932 due to new construc- 
_ and the successive steps of the 

-year m. After 1932 the in- 
erease will be much smaller as the 
program will be completed and will be 
fugmented only by the planes for the 
Rew cruisers. This too becomes con- 
stant after 1935. 


Replacement Program 


If the battleship replacement pro- 
gram of the Washington conference is 
carried out there will be a small sav- 
ing in officers with the reduction from 
18 to 15 battleships and any curtail- 
ment of the cruiser program will save 
about 20 officers for each ship. 

Under the present law the maximum 
is 5,499 a mean number of 5,320. The 
actual needs for efficiency with the 
coming increases are estimated at 
5,600 in 1930, raising slowly to nearly 
6,300 in 1935. 

Of this figure, 5,150 are required for 
surface vessels and shore stations, in 
which no increase is allowed over the 
Beaet number, and 1,125 for aviators.

The 
United States Naval Academy was not 
included among the institutions visited 
and studied by the Carnegie investi- 
gators.

Commercialism entered inte the con- 
duct of athletics. 





Seek Increased Ratio 
Of Aviation Officers 


LEGISLATION will be sought by the 

~ Navy Department at the next ses- 
sion of Congress to increase the per- 
centage of officer aviators among the 
flying personnel of the Navy. Under 
the existing ratio, set several years 
ago by the Morrow Board and enacted 
into law at the time, it was provided 
that 30 per cent of the pilots assigned 
to aviation duty should be enlisted 
men. The Bureau of Aeronautics now 
feels as a result of studies made of the 
actual need for officer and enlisted 
pilots, that this ratio is too high and 
too rigid. 

No cut in the number of enlisted pil- 
ots is contemplated, as the program for 
the next few years calls for an in- 
crease in the number of aviators 
needed. In fact there will be more en- 
listed pilots desired in the future than 
the Navy has at present, but the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics believes that un- 
der the present arrangements and in 
view of the increasing number of avia- 
tors needed the preponderance of place- 
ments to be made must be filled by of- 
ficers. 

Flexibility Desired. 

The ratio with which the Bureau will 
seek to replace the old figure will corre- 
spond with that which governs the Air 
Corps of the Army. As a result of the 
Bureau’s analysis of the situation, the 
percentage of enlisted pilots that can 
be used is at present more like 20 per 
cent of the whole flying personnel than 
the present rate. The feature most ob- 
jected to in the present law is the 
—— of the provision. The Navy 
believes that it is necessary that a law 
of this kind have departmental flex- 
ibility. The uses to which the enlisted 
pilots can be put varies from time to 
time and as aviation and flying tactics 
have changed greatly in the past few 
years and can be expected to change 
still further in the future, a rule cap- 
able of ministerial control is éssential. 

For example, more aviators are be- 
ing used in scouting at present, a type 
of duty which due to the independent 
navigation required, must be performed 
by officers. On the other hand in 
squadron work, in which several planes 
operate together, only the leader of the 
squadron need be an experienced nav- 
igator as the other pilots can follow 
his lead. A thorough study ‘of the 
problem has shown the Bureau where 
enlisted men can be used successfully

NEW system of coordinating within 

the War Department the queries 
received from Members of Congress 
seems to be presaged by a recent mem- 
orandum issued from the office of the 
Adjutant General to the chief of all 
branches advising them of a new 
method to be followed in answering 
letters from Representative W. Frank 
James, who is to be chairman of the 
House Military Committee when that 
body convenes in December.

The order is understood to have been 
promulgated to obviate the, possibility 
of conflict arising as to the War De- 
partment’s policy on any subjects by 
having them pass through one center. 

Inasmuch as Mr. James is busily en- 
gaged laying a foundation for the in- 
quiry which he plans to institute in 
December into the National Defense 
Act and the aircraft program it is un-

Reed’s Absence May 
Complicate Pay Plans 





ONSIDERABLE §speculation has 

arisen as to the possible effect upon 
the questions of- joint service pay and 
army promotion the absence of Sena- 
tor Reed, chairman of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, will have when he 
goes to London as a delegate to the 
conference for the limitation of naval 
armament. 


Leave January 1 


Senator Reed, a staunch supporter 
of the interests of the Army, sponsor 
in the Senate of the joint resolution 
for investigation of the Service pay 
situation, and father of 8.4, an Army 
promotion measure which has passed 
the Senate, will leave for England 
about January 1 in company with Sen- 
ator Robinson, minority leader, who 
also will be named a delegate to the 
conference. Secretary of State Stimp- 
son has announced that both Senator 
Reed and Senator Robinson will be ap- 
pointed on the delegation. 

There will be less than a month 
intervening between the opening of 
the regular session on December 2nd 
and the time when Mr. Reed will have 
to bid adieu to the problems of pay 
and promotion and ieave for the Naval 
conference. In that period also will 
fall the regular Christmas recess. 


Whether or not the combined efforts 
of Senator Reed and Representative 
James, sponsor of the pay project in 
the House, will be successful in bring- 
ing about action by both houses er the 
joint resolution and the consequent 
formation of the joint committee, is 
problematical. 


James House Sponsor 


In the House the measure, designated 
as H. J. Res. 28, was introduced April 
16 by Mr. James. It was referred to 
the Committee on Rules, of which Rep- 
resentative Snell is chairman. In a 
measure this tied Mr. James’ hands, for 
inasmuch as his committee is not or- 
ganized and there is an agreement that 
no extraneous subjects will be brought 
on the floor during this extra session 
he can do nothing at this time to fur- 
ther the interests of his own measure. 
He has anzounced, however, that as 
soon as the regular session convenes he 
will take the first opportunity to urge 
that the Rules Committee report out 
his resolution. To use a military ex- 
pression this would increase the mo- 
bility and enlarge Mr. James’ field of 
action. 

In the Senate conditions are little 
better and likelihood of any kind of 
action before December is extremely 
slim. Mr. Reed’s resolution, introduced 
two days after Mr. James’, is identical 
in text. In the Senate, however, the 
resolution was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. At first blush 
it might seem that Mr. Reed should 
call his committee together and report 
out the resolution for action. But Mr. 
Reed has been one of those who have 
insisted most strongly that no matters 
be brought before the legislature at 
this special session except those for

Airships to Be Started

“Wy OULD FIGURE in the making of the naval ‘yardstick,’ ” thinks the Minne- 

apolis Journal age gray Republican). “It would be an admirable 
gesture if Great were to offer, at the forthcoming naval limitation con- 
ference, to give up its naval bases and dismantle its fortifications in the West 
Indies. As a matter of fact, these bases do not amount to much. Nevertheless, 
they are irritants to the United States as they relate to Canal defense, and they 
figure in the problem of cruiser tonnage, since possession of bases and havens 
about the world contributes largely to Great Britain’s naval power.” 

“* * * If Great Britain were to agree to neutralize her Carribean bases, 
it would be a gesture to command approval; but it must be borne in mind that 
such neutralization would ineyitably figure in the making of the ‘yardstick’ on 
which parity would be measured.” 


"THE Detroit Free Press (Independent) sees merely a transfer to this country 
of the entire responsibility of the defense of this continent, commenting as 
follows: “* * * But it is conceivable—such a situation arose only a little more 
than a decade ago—that this country and the Dominion might find themselves 
aligned in a cause against a third, aggressive power, and in that case, the ex- 
istence of a base at Halifax could easily be great common benefit and im- 
portance. Or suppose the United States alone should be attacked, isn’t it easy 
to understand how such a base might be a discouragement to a belligerent de- 
siring to violate the neutrality of Canada in a way harmful to this country, 
just as the existence of an American defense establishment would unquestion- 
ably discourage violation of our territories be some possible foe of Canada?” 

“* * * Possibly the situation is a little different with regard to the British 
bases at Bermuda, Jamaica, Trinidad and Nassau; and yet, we do not feel that 
it is materially different. A request to Great Britain that it dismantle those 
strongholds would be an expression of suspicion the nation does not deserve; and 
if acquiesced in, it would transfer to this country certain safeguarding re- 
sponsibilities and police duties which would be expensive and vexatious and 
might easily add to the difficulty the United States already experiences in com- 
batting the propaganda of those Latin American and south European agitators 
who love to picture this republic as a modern successor to the predatory Roman 
empire. We can understand, why, perhaps, the British Government might be 
pleased to get rid of some of its responsibilities in and about the Caribbean, but 
4 is hard to find any good reason why the United States should desire to take 
them over.” 


HE Tribune not worried over our being deprived of ‘adequate defenses,’ 

states the New York World (Independent Democratic) “* * * The Tribune 
is really not so childish as to believe in its own arguments, though it counts on 
many childish readers who will. Its editors do not really tremble in their boots 
for fear that Bermuda, Jamaica and Barbados will ‘dominate’ New Yerk, New 
Orleans and the Panama Canal. They write about ‘naval bases’ there, but they 
know that such bases are practically non-existent; that not a single British 
Caribbean base is equipped to dock a battleship or battle-cruiser or is fortified 
in any real sense of the word.”

and where they cannot. In duties where 
the enlisted man can be used more of 
them have been assigned. On the other 
hand it was found that in other work 
the use of enlisted men was not en- 
tirely successful. It is in these cases 
that it is thought inadvisable to con- 
tinue them, and it is for this reason 
the change in the present law is sought. 

Few Experienced Nen-Coms. 

There are few experienced enlisted 
pilots in the Navy at present due to 
the short enlistment period and the 
great opportunities in the commercial 
field for trained B ager Almost all of 
the employes of aviation companies 
are ex-service md@n, and this great 
turnover has left very few thoroughly 
experienced pilots among the enlisted 
personnel. The situation as to officers 
is by no means the same and for this 
reason a great many positions which 
could be handled by chief aviation 
pilots are necessarily assigned to offi- 
cers. 

It has been pointed out that the Brit- 
ish Air Force is made up of a greater 
number of enlisted men than our own, 
but here the situation is different. The 
period of enlistment in the British Air 
Force is for twelve years, a condition 
which makes possible a large force of 
petty and warrant officer flyers who 
are devoting their life to the service. 
Attention has also been called to the 
fact that in France naval pilets are 
for the most part enlisted men. The 
policy of conscription there however 
results in a higher standard of educa- 
tion prevailing in the non-commissiened 
ranks, and a correspondingly better fit- 
ted class of pilots. 

May Sherten Period at Sea. 

In the past, the limited supply of 
naval aviators has made such a change 
impractical due to the few officers 
going in for aviation, but the limiting 
factor now is not the number of offi- 
cers going in for aviation, but the fa- 
cilities at the school at Pensacola for 
training flyers. In this connection, it 
is believed that there will be no trou- 
ble as under the revised syllabus of 
training a sufficient supply of aviators 
ean be provided. In additien to this,

Any action of this kind 
affecting ensigns is to be carried out 
only as a last resort as the two years 
Spent at sea following their gradua- 
tion is deemed a very necessary part 
of the training of naval officers. As 
as officers assigned to aviation 
duty are naval officers and not simply 
aviators, duty aboard naval vessels is 
considered a basic part of preparation 
Service in the Navy. 


Navy Studies Air Crashes 


‘THE Navy Department has completed 

a study of all accidents occurring 
in naval aviation during the past eight 
years, with the idea of learning from 
the underlying causes of the crashes 
how best to avoid or reduce repetitions. 
Two years were required to complete 
the report, but the result is the most 
comprehensive and authoritative analy- 
sis that has ever been prepared on this 
subject, either in this country or 
abroad. It brings to light many highly 
interesting facts and should unques- 
tionably mark a step forward in the 
crusade for increased safety. Coming 
as it does, at the time when the Na- 
tional Advisory Committee for Aero- 
nautics is engaged in its study of meth- 
ods of reducing accidents in the mili- 
tary and civil branches of aviation, the 
report should evoke great interest on 
the part of all those connected with 
aeronautical activities. 

This study of all accidents occurring 
in naval aviation during the past eight 
years, incontrovertibly shows that the 
predominant responsibility for crashes 
rests on the pilot. This indicates two 
things: First, that manufacturers must 
continue to incorporate new elements of 
safety in their products in order fur- 
ther to reduce the demands made upon 
the necessarily fallible human element; 
second, it shows how necessary it is 
that pilots be selected only from the 
very best material, and that they be 
given the most careful and thorough 
training. That careful supervision be 
exercised over inexperienced pilots is 
of paramount necessity, for naval sta- 
tistics show that the most dangerous 
period for the fiyer is at about his two 
hundred hour mark. It is at this time 
that he starts his involved maneuvers; 
he is flushed with over-confidence which 
far outweighs his experience, and the 
result is often fatal. 

Other interesting facts brought out 
in the analysis are shown below. In 
this study, as in ail similar work, an 
aviation accident is defined as an oc- 
currence which takes place while an 
aircraft is being operated as such, and 
as a result of which a person or per- 
sons are injured or killed, or the air- 
craft receives appreciable or marked 
damage through the forces of external 
contact or through fire. 

While the pilot is responsible for less 
than one-half the non-injury accidents, 
he is responsible for three-fourths of 
the fatal ones. This is explained by 
the fact that an accident may prove 
unavoidable but the good pilot will 
avoid serious consequences through his 
greater skill and ability. 

The infrequent flier is the most dan- 
gerous pilot. This is an unquestionable 
fact, of course, but the study even 
shows that if a pilot quadruples his fre- 
quency of flying he will almost halve 
his accident hazard even though he is 
in the air four times as much. 

The seasened flier has only one-third 
as many accidents as the recent grad- 
uate from a flying school. 

The past records of pilots who even- 
tually have a fatal accident, killing 
either themselves or others, show that 
they had almost two and one-half times 
as many accidents as those who never 
figured in such catastrophes. 

The underlying causes of the mis- 
takes that pilots make indicate that 
these mistakes too often result from a 
lack of appreciation of the definite lim- 
itations to which they must hold them-

Stopped 
strainers usually represent both faulty 
maintenance and faulty design. It is 
an interesting fact to note that duri 
the past eight years naval aviation Kis- 
tory shows only one case where a fatal 
accident was traceable selely to engine 
failure. In all others at least a por- 
tion of the responsibility devolved upon 
the pilot. 

More accidents occur on Thursdays 
than on any other day of the week. No 
satisfactory explanation can be given 
for this fact. Further study is bemg 
given to determine the exact reason 
therefor. 

Almost one-half of the fatal acci- 
dents which occur come as a result of 
the dreaded tail spin. Of these almost 
all (94%) occur without engine failure 
and the vast majority (80%) from an 
altitude of 200 feet or less, where in- 
sufficient height remains for a proper 
recovery from this condition. The an- 
swer in military aviation where high 
maneuverability is essential is net im- 
medistely apvarent. However, it would 
appear that in commercial aviation, un- 
hampered by this particular require- 
ment, the aircraft of the future must 
be so designed that it cannot be spun. 
When this is done, and present devel- 
opment indicates its pessibility, fatal 
accidents will be tremendously reduced. 
The safest type of aircraft which the 
Navy has is the training airplane; 
while the fighting plane with its high 
speed and required use of complicated 
and dangerous missions, such as aerial 
gunnery and tactical work, stands 
lowest. 

Daring the period covered by this 
study, the safety of naval aviation has 
umproved five-fold. 

As a result of this study, the Navy 
Department has published a compre- 
hensive treatise on the whole subject 
and circularized it to every naval avia- 
tor. Further, one naval aviator has 
been permanently assigned to keep ac- 
curate recoegs of all commands and the 
individual pilots themselves. It will be

TRAIN CREWS FOR NEW DIRIGIBLES. 

HE crews for the two new Navy dirigibles now being constructed are being 
trained aboard the Los Angeles in a series of cruises. During the past month 
the Los Angeles has been taking training cruises under all conditions of weather, 
chiefly up and down the Atlantic coast. A strenuous program faces the big ship 
during the next two years, a strenuous training period to fit the men who will 
man the two new dirigibles now being built by the Goodyear Zeppelin Co., at 
Akron, Ohio. Problems of navigation, radio, radio beacon and engineering are 
to be worked out on these training flights. Experiments in launching and at- 
taching airplanes in flight also are to be tried as the new lighter-than-air craft 


will carry fighting planes as regular equipment. 
A MEMORANDUM from the War Department to commanding generals of all 
Corps Areas and Departments announces that for the first time funds have 
been apportioned to Corps Area Commanders and the Hawaiian Department for 
the establishment, maintenance and enlargement of unit libraries.

Department communication announces. It has been reported that allowances 
of this target were inadequate for the prescribed machine gun marksmanship 
when only one machine gun company conducted its range practice at a post. 
Increased allowances, when needed, are authorized. 





TODAY’S DOUGHBOYS “RIFLE-SHOOTINGEST” YET 
FFODAY'S DOUGHBOYS are better rifle shots than their World War prede- 
cessors. So, at least, the remarkable shooting record made at Camp Dix 
by Company A, 16th Infantry, stationed at Governors Island, would indicate. 

Out of 48 men now composing the company, 31 qualified as expert riflemen, 
12 as sharpshooters, and 5 as marksmen in the target season just concluded. 

On the Rhine, after the Armistice, it was pointed out by Capt. John J. Nealon, 
commanding Company A, the outfit fired 167 men on the target range at Dier- 
dorf, Germany, and of these, only one made expert and one sharpshooter. 
Forty-two qualified as marksmen, 14 as Ist class riflemen, 22 and 2nd class 
riflemen, and 87 failed to qualify in any classification. 





7TH C. A. TO HAVE COMBINED MANEUVERS NEXT YEAR 
APPROXIMATELY 1,000 regular army troops of Ft. Snelling, including the 3rd 

Infantry and the Sixth Tank Company, will go to Camp Dodge, Iowa, next 
September, to participate in combined maneuvers of all regular army troops in 
the Seventh Corps Area, according to information received yesterday by Col. 
W. C. Sweeney, commanding officer at Ft. Snelling. The Ft. Snelling troops are 
scheduled to leave September 1, 1930, going to Camp Dodge by marching and 
truck transportation. Two weeks will be spent in maneuvers and the troops will 
return to their home station by October 1, 1930. 

Other regular army units of the corps Area which are to be ordered to 
Camp Dodge at the same time, according to information from Corps Area head- 
quarters, are the 17th Infantry, stationed at Ft. Crook and Ft. Omaha, the 
14th Cavalry at Ft. Des Moines, and the 2nd Battalion, 18th Field Artillery, 
stationed at Ft. Des Moines. 


COMMAND EXPERIENCE SEEN AS REVITALIZING RESERVES 
GENERAL ACCLAIM of reserve officers throughout the nation has followed in 
the wake of the plan put into effect in the season just closed of having the 
reserve officers command and train the students of the Citizens Military Training 
Camp, according to observations of Lt. Col. Edgar J. Roberson, secretary of the 
Reserve Officers Association. 

For the first time the reserve component has been allowed to perform exactly 
the same function it would perform if called out in case of an emergency. It 
has supervised the training of recruits and has exercised the functions of actual 
command instead of hearing about it in a lecture room. The only criticism 
Col. Roberson has heard of the plan is that it was not widespread enough and 
there is an earnest feeling throughout the reserves that the plan will be enlarged 
and strengthened and put into more extensive use next season. 


MEDICAL CORPS PROMOTIONS HELD UP PENDING LAW DECISION 
BECAUSE OF A difference of opinion as to the constructive service allowed to 

count toward promotion under the National Defense Act, all officers of the 
Medical Corps who were due for promotion on or before August 19 are being 
held back pending a decision by the Judge Advocate General. Approximately 
125 officers are affected and virtually all are captains due for promotion to major. 

The National Defense Act, after setting forth how appointments should be 
made from those other than officers of the Regular Army, provides “For pur- 
poses of future promotion, any person so appointed in the Medical or Dental 
Corps shall be considered as having had, on the date of appointment, service 
equal to that of the junior officer of his grade and corps now in the Regular 
Army.” Whether this should be interpreted as meaning “exactly equal” or “at 
least equal” seems to be where the difference of opinion has arisen which is 
resulting in holding up current promotions. 


WOMAN LISTENER RELAYS ARMY PLANE MESSAGE 

“LADIES AUXILIARY” of one member assisted an Army bomber flight near 

: Denver recently, when one of the flight was stranded in that city for lack 
ot parts. 

This ship’s motor had been functioning improperly, and remained in Denver 
for overhauling when the rest of the flight departed. It was discovered at 
length that.a defective magneto was the cause of the trouble, and, since the only 
Suitable magnetas within many miles were with the seven bombers and trans- 
Port plane composing the flight, Lt. A. J. Malone, pilot of the stranded plane, 
utilized the good. offices of Station KOA in calling the squadron. All the ships 
Were equipped with Radio Receiver, type BC-152, developed by the Signal Corps 
this year, and-the message was received. The planes were then 125 miles east 
of Denver, however, and out of sending range of that city. 

Mrs. J. C. Traw, of Flagler, listening in to KOA, heard several repetitions 
of the stranded bomber’s need of a magneto, after hearing the ships in flight 
Teply that one of their number was returning with the required part. Reasoning 
that KOA was not picking up this message, she relayed it to Denver by long 
distance telephone. 

One hour and twenty minutes after KOA went to work, the Pirate with the 
Spare magneto settled-down at Denver’s municipal airport and mechanics went 
to work repairing the disabled ship. Shortly after noon, the two Pirates soared 
away to the east, keeping each other company in the chase after their squadron.

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New Reckoning Equipment 


DE4? reckoning tracer equipment is 

to be. supplied to all battleships, 
airplane carriers, and light cruisers. It 
is hoped that this can be done within 
the next two years. This equipment 
includes a latitude and longitude indi- 
cator. The tractor device consists of 
a course component recorder located in 
the central station, and connected elec- 
trically with the revolution counters 
and gyro compass. This instrument 
has counters that give the total miles 
steamed, the miles east or west and 
the miles north or south. The course 
component recorder is also connected 
electrically with the tracking table in 
the chart house. There is an additional 
outlet in the central station, so that the 
table can be mounted and used there 
when the ship is cleared for action. 
The table has a pencil that is moved 
along as the ship moves, and traces 
the course. The latitude and longitude 
indicator is located in the chart house, 
and the dials indicate the dead reck- 
oning latitude and longitude. 

There is also under consideration a 
course component recorder of less ac- 
curacy for submarines and destroyers. 
This instrument will give only the 
miles steamed, the miles east or west, 
and the miles north or south. 

A course recorder has also been de- 
veloped and has been ordered for new 
light cruisers, and all battleships mod- 
ernized, subsequent to the U. S. S. 
Texas and U. S. S. New York. This is 
a new type of recording instrument for 
the self-synchronous transmission sys- 
tem. They will have an accuracy of at 
least .4 of a degree.

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Changes in Insignia 

(CHANGES in the Uniform Regula- 

tions have been made, it was re- 
cently announced by the Bureau of 
Navigation. Circular Letter No. 71- 
29 gives orders pertaining to the change 
in the Uniform Regulations 1922 affect- 
ing the wearing of insignia by Naval 
aviation observers and by officers 
wearing aviation working dress uni- 
form. Also the letter orders changes 
in the wearing of insignia by master 
and first class divers. The orders are 
as follows: 

Art. 207—Insert new article as fol- 
lows: 

“In warm climates necessitating the 
removal of the coats of the aviation 
working dress uniform the insignia of 
rank, a metal pin device, will be worn, 
by all commissioned and warrant offi- 
cers, on the collar of the shirt. The 
metal pin device shall be placed on 
each side of the shirt collar, one inch 
from the front edge, the collar being 
turned down.” 

Art. 225— Aviation insignia (c) 
Change to read as follows: 

“Officers holding designation as. naval 
aviation observers shall wear an insig- 
nia the same as for naval aviator as to 
gold wings, but that the central device 
shall be an “o” circumscribing an erect 
plain anchor, both in silver. The “o” 
and anchor to be in bold relief, the 
center of the “o” being filled in gold.” 

Art. 266(c)— At the end of para- 
graph change period to comma and add 
the following: 

“Master Diver Mark and Diver First 
Class Mark.” 

Art. 266(d)—At the end of article 
add the following: 

“Master Diver Mark—Men qualified 
as master divers shall wear the mark, 
a diving helmet and breast plate with 
the letter M on breast plate, midway 
between the shoulder and elbow of the 
left sleeve for men of the seaman 
branch, and on the right sleeve for 
others.” 

“Diver First Class Mark—Men quali- 
fied as diver first class shall wear the 
mark, a diving helmet and breast plate, 
midway between the shoulder and el- 
bow of the left sleeve for men of the 
seaman branch, and on the right sleeve 
for others.”

Eckener Commends Navy 


THE efforts of the Hydrographic Of- 

fice of the Navy Department in col- 
lecting and giving out charts and in- 
formation essential to safe flying has 
been commended in a letter to the Navy 
Department by Dr. Hugo Eckener, Com- 
mander of the Graf Zeppelin. The in- 
creased radius of aircraft has created 
a tremendous demand for charts and 
other necessary information. The at- 
tempt to publish, collect and dissem- 
inate this information has taxed the fa- 
cilities of the Navy Department in the 
Hydrographic Office to the limit.

Install Alidades 
ELVE battleships and cruisers 
have been equipped with the tele- 


scopic alidade, an instrument recently 
developed by the Navy. This instru- 
ment consists of a 4-power telescope 
mounted on a ring that will fit a gyro 
compass repeater or magnetic 714-de. 
gree compass. In the telescope there 
is a prism system by which, in the 
lower part of the field, is seen the com- 
pass card and bubble. A detachable 
altimeter system is provided, by which 
azimths of the sun and stars may be 
obtained. The vessels to which these 
have been delivered are the U. S. §, 
Florida, California, Wyoming, Lexing- 
ton, Concord, Omaha, Trenton, Hopkins 
Dallas, Decatur, Litchfield, and Paul 
Jones. A second lot of 150 of these 
instruments have been ordered, and the 
manufacture of them should be com- 
pleted in about one year. They will be 
supplied as received, direct to battle- 
ships and cruisers (except those to be 
equipped with self-synchronous ‘ ali- 
dades), destroyers and airplane car. 
riers. No request from ships will be 
necessary. 

Light cruisers of the 10,000-ton class, 
and battleships when modernized, are 
to be equipped with self-synchronous 
alidades. This instrument consists of 
a disc actuated by the gyro compass, on 
which can be mounted an azimuth. cir- 
cle, a bearing circle, or an azimuth tel- 
escope. The disc will maintain a true 
bearing while the ship turns.

An important resolution declared 
that it is the sense or the organization 
that the strength of the Regular Army 
other than the Air Service should be 
restored to that which existed prior 
to the beginning of the present Air 
Service increment program, and that 
the Air Service increase, which this 
Association approves and _ endorses, 
should be considered as a separate pro- 

t, and that the necessary appropria- 
ions should be made to carry it for- 
ward to completion as now contem- 
plated, but not at the expense of the 
other branches of the service. 

Another resolution put the conven- 
tion on record as favoring the enlarge- 
ment of the active duty training pro- 
gram for Reserve Officers to provide 
training for fifteen days for at least 
twenty-five thousand Reserve Officers 
in the fiscal year 1931. 

Resolutions adopted by the conven- 
tion included one requesting the War 
Department to assign additional Regu- 
lar Officers to duty with the Organized 
Reserves to fill the vacancies at Su- 
perior, Green Bay and Racine, Wiscon- 
sin. Another provided that the atten- 
tion of the War Department be called 
with a view toward changing the pres- 
ent regulations to provide that when 
Officers holding dual commissions re- 
tire from the National Guard, they may 
femain in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
in a grade commensurate with their 
total years of commissioned service in 
any component of the Army upon 
their successfully passing the mental 
and physical examinations appropriate 
for the Reserve Commission desired.

The convention also asked that en-

Equipment Saved in Chutes 
Not only has the parachute used in 

the Army Air Corps the function 
of saving human life but smaller edi- 
tions of the standard chute will be used 
with a view to their saving expensive 
articles of equipmient. The Air Corps 
has perfected, and is using large gliders 
for target practice for the Antiaircraft 
Artillery. These gliders are taken up 
and released from a plane in flight. 
Upon their release the gliders, some 
of them with a ten-foot span, glide to 
earth much the same as would an air- 
plane, losing altitude slowly, in the 
meantime serving as a target at which 
the anti-aircraft artillery may shoot. 
The gliders are well made and quite 
expensive. Some of them have been 
used time after time, making their 
landings without injury. However, 
buildings, trees and steep banks have 
damaged many of them, some being 
totally destroyed on their maiden flights 
even after escaping the ravages of an- 
tiaircraft fire. 


To prevent such damage, all gliders 
will soon be fitted with small para- 
chutes. These chutes will have a time 
fuse, the fuse being so set that it will 
operate after a definite period of time 
after the release of the glider from the 
parent plane. Upon the functioning of 
the fuse, a small parachute is released,

CONGRESSMAN JAMES’ determination to bring the National Defense Act up 
to date is welcome news to those who have the protection of their country 
and its interests at heart. Experience during the years which have passed since 
the enactment of this measure has developed defects and weaknesses which call 
for correction. This is important, but aside from the perfection of the measure 
and the system which it created and developed, there is another advantage which 
can not be overlooked. 4 





N THESE DAYS of incessant pacifist propaganda, when the value of the 
defense arms is being attacked, when the President himself has called upon 
the General Staff to show him how Army expenses can be slashed, and is engaged 
in negotiations to reduce the strength of the Navy, it is desirable that a true 
picture of Military and Naval affairs should be presented to the people, and 
presented in such fashion that there can be no question about it. That will be 
done, so far as the land situation is concerned, by the public testimony of officers 
called to the stand by Mr. James. 





(THESE OFFICERS will be questioned about the fundamental principles of 
defense, which are set forth in the National Defense Act. They will describe 
the necessities of a sound military system, and in doing so will speak of the 
value of the different Arms—the Infantry, the Cavalry, the Artillery and the 
Air. We assume by the time of the hearing the text of the General Staff’s 
report to the President will have been made public. But that report will be 
effective only insofar as it reaches the public. We call on Secretary Good to 
give the report to the Press the moment the President and he have finished 
their consideration of it. 





(THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY, the components of the Army are expressing 
a keen interest in Mr: James’ purpose. For example, a committee of the 
National Guard Association, presided over by Major General Benson W. Hough, 
N. G., has completed a study of the National Defense Act, and one of its recom- 
mendations is that the militia of the forty-eight states be merged in case of 
war or emergency, into one Army ready for call by the President as a solid 
unit and not as forty-eight units of varying strength. There will be objection 
in Regular Army circles to this plan. Both sides will have an opportunity to 
present their views to the House Military Committee. 





A FEELING HEARTILY IN SUPPORT of the Army Housing program 
prevails at the Capitol and throughout the country. Congressman 
James himself said “deplorable” housing conditions, “men living in tents and old 
ramshackled buildings.” He declared his intention to do his best to see that the 
government maintains an Army that is “well dressed, well housed and well fed.” 
This is encouraging, and expressive of the obligation, which every American 
feels toward those in the employ of Uncle Sam. It is disgraceful to think of our 
rich government forcing self-respecting men to live in unsanitary and unhealthy 
quarters, and menaced constantly by fire danger. 





WE HAVE A DIM MEMORY of the announcement of statesmen after the 
World War that the system of balance of Power which existed in Europe 
prior to that epochal struggle, was pernicious and dangerous to peace, and that 
it should never be revived. So much for that phase of propaganda. The 
system returned, England resuming her entente with|France, and cultivating 
Germany, France making treaties with the smaller continental governments so 
as to put a ring around Germany, and Italy displaying activity along like lines. 
We recall this development, because we are wondering if the United States is 
being drawn into this objectionable system. Mr. Macdonald comes to the United 
States and meets Mr. Hoover in the sylvan glades of West Virginia. They 
discuss many things, and Europe and Japan di suspicious. This is the 
result: France and Italy forget their irritating differences, and agree to meet in 
advance of the Naval Disarmament conference and act as a unit at that confer- 
ence. It is obvious that unless we watch our step, we will be drawn into the 
orbit of Old World intrigue, where understandings and alliances contemplate 
united action, and thus will negate the historic policy of independence so largely 
responsible for the peace and prosperity of the United States. 





OUR ATTENTION has been called to an editorial in the Washington News in 

which Major General Hanson E. Ely is criticised for a preparedness speech 
he made recently at Saratoga Springs, New York. The News compared what 
the General said with the remarks of Capt. George S. Godfrey, of the British 
Army, whose natural interest caused him to advocate the weakening of American 
military strength; and with true patriotic fervor supported this Britisher’s point 
of view rather than that of a man whose single concern is and always has been 
that of America. We suggest to the News that it substitute for its slogan “give 
light and the people will find their way,” that of King George and we are sure 
its competent editorial writer will be rewarded with a Knighthood on the occasion 
of the New Year honors. 





“f° ENERAL HINES, Director of the Veterans Bureau, was a soldier of the 
go Regular Army. To him we appeal to correct an omission to which our 
attention has been called by that well informed and able officer, Major John 
G. MacDonneil, A. G. D. Under Army Regulations 600-100, republished June 20, 
1929, government insurance is available to all commissioned , warrant 
officers and enlisetd men, both active and retired, while on active duty, to officers 
of the Philippine Scouts, to members of the Reserve Corps, while on active 
duty and for a period of more than fifteen days; and members of the National 
Guard while in active Federal Service. But, as Major MacDonnell points out, 
government insurance is not available to cadets at the U. S. Military Academy, 
who are not assigned to active service.. The same inhibition applies to the 
Midshipmen at the Naval Academy. 

It is possible that the law carries this limitation. It it does not, General 
Hines should act. If it does, then it is the immediate duty of the War Depart- 
ment to take steps to amend the law. We confidently leave this matter in the 
hands of General Summerall and the Legislative Committee of the General Staff 
and the appropriate authorities in the Navy Department.

Fort McPherson (Special)—October 
21 found most of the Regular Army 
troops o fthe Fourth Corps Area de- 
parting from Camp Jackson, S. C., to 
their home stations after three weeks 
of combined maneuvers. 

The concentration first required 
Regular Army troops from seven sta- 
tions in the Southeast to move, on foot, 
by trucks and by air, so as to arrive 
at Camp Jackson not later than Oc. 
tober Ist. 


From October 1 to 21 the activities 
consisted of: musketry and firing 
problems, with service ammunition, for 
all rifle and machine gun companies of 
infantry, troops of cavalry and bat- 
teries of field artillery; one and two- 
sided maneuvers by reinforced infan- 
try regiments, both in attack and de- 
fense; one-sided maneuvers with the 
reinforced brigade in both attack and 
defense ; and in conclusion a _ trans- 
portation and horse show with added 
miscellaneous competitive events. 

Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, who as- 
sumed command of the Fourth Corps 
Area during the course of these man- 
euvers, was able to be present for sev- 
eral days and took this occasion to ob- 
serve the troops and speak to the of- 
ficers of his new command. 

Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske, as rep- 
resentative of the Corps Area Com- 
mander, drew up the problems for the 
manueuvers and supervised their exe 
cution. 

Brig. Gen. George H. Estes acted as 
Camp Commander and he had as his 
executive Lt. Col. George A. Allin of 
the Field Artillery. 

The consummation of plans as origi- 

nally drawn was only slightly pre- 
vented and that, by flood conditions 
while troops were en route to Camp 
Jackson. The 22nd Infantry arrived 
several days late by reason of their 
inability to cross the river at Augusta, 
Ga., and the ist Platoon of the 4th 
Tank Company was longer delayed by 
road conditions, arriving only for the 
latter phases of the maneuvers. 
_ For the assembled officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army, who 
in their normal careers are so widely 
scattered, the concentration and ma- 
neuvers were generally conceded to 
have proven highly interesting and 
beneficial. Many officers and enlisted 
men had never seen troops of other 
arms in the pursuit of their combat 
tasks. Even with the reduced strength 
of units involved this association alone, 
resulted in a conception of the value of 
liaison and of the worth and the im- 
portance of other troops, which made 
the cost of the concentration insignifi- 
cant in comparison to the results ob- 
tained.

A. C. Loses Personnel 


THE demands of civilian aviation 
~~ have caused material losses of civ- 
ilian aeronautical engineers to the Ma- 
terel Division of the Army Air Corps 
through their resignation from the 
Government service to accept positions 
offered them by commercial aviation 
concerns. These professional men have 
grown up with the Air Corps, the ma- 
jority of them having been affiliated 
with it during the war. Air Corps 
trained, they have become experts in 
their particular line and their replace- 
ment will be difficult. 

During the past few months a num- 
ber of such men left the employ of the 
Air Corps, among them being Maj. 
Bradley Jones, Air Corps Reserve, nav- 
igation expert, who was chief instruc- 
tor of the Air Corps Navigation School 
at Wright Field; C. V. Johnson, Air- 
plane Designer, and M. A. Smith, Pro- 
peller Expert, all of whom have been 
with the Air Corps since 1918. 

Maj. Jones directed his energies 
along navigation lines, and on many 
occasions made long-distance flights un- 
der unfavorable weather conditions 
when it was necessary to rely mainly 
on navigation instruments to bring the 
airplane safely to its destination. 

Mr. Johnson was graduated from the 
University of Michigan as a Mechani- 
cal Engineer. He entered the employ 
of the Air Corps Engineering Division 
upon the entry of the United States in 
the World War. He worked upon air- 
plane design, assisting Mr. J. A. Roche, 
in developing various types of Army 
service planes, as well as the de Both- 
ezat Helicopter. For the past few 
years he busied himself in the task 
of standardizing aircraft parts and in 
innumerable phases of airplane design. 

Mr. Smith, a graduate of Trinity 
College, now Duke University, and the 
University of Michigan, also joined the 
Air Corps at the outbreak of the war 
and played a prominent in the 
construction of the propeller test rig 
at McCook Field.

— The 
indications are that if this is continued 
the carriers may cancel the special 
rating in freight classification of mili- 
tary impedimenta.

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- Develop Machine Gun Sight 


Ft. Benning (Special)—The recently 
completed Department of Experiment 
test report on the machine gun anti- 
aircraft development project contains 
much of general interest to the Infan- 
try. The report outlines a system of 
antiaircraft firing for the cal. .30 gun, 
and also a full system of training. 

Investigations during many months, 
the Infantry School News relates, 
prought out the impracticability of de- 
yising any means of machine gun anti- 
aircraft firing by which the fire could 
be kept surely and constantly on the 
target. It was found that the vari- 
ables of target speed, direction, alti- 
tude and range caused too many 
changes in the leads to be accounted 
for and controlled by any method sim- 
ple enough to be understood by the 
average soldier and to be applied suc- 
cessfully within a practical time limit. 
It was also found that some kind of 
sight was necessary, as the use of 
tracer bullets at objects in the air is 
highly deceiving and inaccurate. After 
a thorough study of sights and the con- 
struction of several experimental mod- 
els, Maj. L. R. Boyd and Lt. J. I. 
Greene developed a new type of sight 
which has given very satisfactory re- 
sults in test firings. 


The principle of the Boyd-Greene 
sight is the direction of the machine 
gun fire along the line of flight of the 
target over a distance of several times 
the length of the target. In this way 
a substantial proportion of the fire is 
laid upon the target with certainty 
while, at the same time, a large varia- 
tion in leads is allowed for. The sight 
is so designed that its use can be 
quickly taught. The only estimate re- 
quired from a firer is that of judging 
when the target is within range. The 
actual use of the sight is simple. Fur- 
ther, the sight permits immediate fire 
at an aerial target as there are no ad- 
justments or calculations to be made. 


The training system for teaching the 
use of the sight includes a small-cali- 
ber course during which the soldier 
learns the use of the sight without the 
usual accompanying vibration and noise 
of .30 caliber firing. This is’ conducted 
first against stationary and then against 
reduced-size, moving targets at very 
short ranges. Then follows .30 caliber 
firing at the same targets, and finally 
comes a course in firing at airplane 
towed targets. The sight is used in 
conjunction with the wheeled mount 
and antiaircraft adapter. 


There is also a simple system of ad- 
vanced gunnery by which the consid- 
erable wastage of fire in the basic use 
of the sight is greatly reduced.- The 
whole sweep of fire along the path of 
the target is cut down to about one- 
third by this method of fire which 
requires a few simple estimations of 
the flight factors for its application. 
It is probable that the whole anti- 
aircraft machine gun development pro- 
ject will be submitted to the infantry 
regiments for a year’s test in the same 
manner in which the rifle project was 
submitted.

Labor Supports Defense 


GTATEMENTS that our defensive 
forces are costing us more than 
those of other nations were branded 
as “pernicious and misinforming” by 
Peter J. Brady, representing the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, at the re- 
cent convention of the American Le- 
gion in Louisville, Ky. 

“Recently,” Mr. Brady told the con- 
vention, “we read Washington state- 
ments about the great expense of our 
defensive forces to the effect that eco- 
nomies must be effected because they 
cost us more than other nations. 

“This was a most pernicious and 
misinforming statement for our de- 
fensive forces are less than 150,000 
while some European nations have 
standing armies of over 750,000, and 
you. may be sure these armies and 
navies of European nations are net 
maintained for the good health of the 
American people. : 

“At a recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor’s Executive 
council we endorsed the raise in pay 
for all officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, Navy, Marines, Health and 
Geodetic Survey, as recommended by 
their own committee who called ai- 
tention to the startling fact that they 
have not received an increase in pay 
or a square deal or justice from any 
Washington administration in the last 
twenty years, and I hope your con- 
vention will give your endorsements to 
this raise in pay for these deserving 
‘National Orphans’ before your ses- 
sions are closed. 

“May I also call your attention to 
the disgraceful housing conditions 
provided by the government for these 
same people and ask your officers and 
delegates to appoint a strong com- 
mittee to make your own investigation 
and take the necessary action to give 
these men decent living quarters. 

“The American Federation of Labor 
has defined its position very clearly 
in favor of Citizens’ Training Camps 
and this year President Green and all 


to West Point. No one can pay a visit 
to either the Academy at West Point 
or Annapolis without being impressed 
with the necessity for greater expan- 
sion and better facilities for both of 
these institutions so they will be more 
in keeping with the necessities of the 
national and the world’s progress.”

Col. Sheldon who has just been re- 
tired upon his own application after 
more than 31 years’ service was born 
in New Jersey Apr. 19, 1876 and was 
appointed second lieutenant July 9, 
1898.

Comptroller General Decisions 


A-29117. Traveling expenses—Mem- 
bers of Naval Reserve traveling as es- 
cort of the remains of deceased mem- 
bers of the Naval Reserve. 

Under the act of May 26, 1928, 45 
Stat. 767, a member of the Naval Re- 
serve not on active duty may act as 
a civilian escort and while acting in 
that capacity be entitled to such travel 
and subsistence expenses as may be 
authorized by the Secretary of the 
Navy: 

An assignment to active duty for 
the purposes of acting as escort for 
the body of a Naval Reservist who died 
while on active duty is not training 
duty but duty for that purpose may be 
authorized by the Secretary of the 
Navy as “other duty” without pay and 
the member so acting be entitled to 
subsistence inclusive of lodging as au- 
thorized in section 20 of the Naval Re- 
serve Act under the appropriation “Na- 
val Reserve.” 

The appropriation “Naval Reserve” 
does not provide for mileage of an of- 
ficer of the Naval Reserve on active 
duty without pay, but an officer serv- 
ing on active duty without pay as an 
escort may be furnished transporta- 
tion under the appropriation “Care of 
the Dead.” 

A-29249. Transportation—Household 
effects—Army officer. 

Bicycle included with household 
goods on shipment from Denver, Colo., 
to San Francisco, Calif. Charges must 
be separately computed, and officer 
charged with cost in excess of rating 
on household goods where bicycle is 
boxed and goes with shipment. 

A-28964. Traveling expenses — Air 
travel_Temporary duty stop. The 
travel status of an officer of the Army 
traveling by air ends on arrival at a 
temporary duty station if the delay 
there in the performance of a duty ex- 
ceeds 72 hours, and the travel status 
does not again revive until the actual 
commencement of return journey. 26 
MS. Comp. Gen. 746; 3 Comp. Gen. 401. 

A-29061. Property—Private—Lost in 
the Military Service. 

Where a board of officers convened 
to inquire into and report on a claim, 
under the act of March 4, 1921, 41 Stat. 
1436, of an enlisted man of the Army, 
for reimbursement of the value of 
private property alleged to have been 
lost by fire which destroyed a building 
oecupied by an Army organization as 
a garage, found that the claimant was 
engaged in saving other Government 
property, but there was adduced no evi- 
dence in support of such finding, and 
the facts show that he was actually 
on duty at another place, payment of 
the claim is not authorized. 5 Comp. 
Gen. 140; A-25912, February 4, 1929. 

A-28466. Transportation—Discharge 
of Navy enlisted man on medical sur- 
vey. 

An enlisted man of the Navy dis- 
charged on medical survey who ac- 
cepted employment at place of dis- 
charge and did not travel to his home 
until over two and one-half years after 
his discharge from the Navy, is not 
entitled to transportation and subsist- 
ence at Government expense. 16 Comp. 
Dec. 555. 

A-29048. (S) Compensation—Double 
—Retired Emergency Officers. 

Emergency officers retired under the 
act of May 24, 1928, 45 Stat. 735, may 
be employed in the Civil Service of the 
Federal Government to the same ex- 
tent as officers retired from the Regu- 

Army for injuries or incapacity in- 
curred i in line of duty.

Pittsburgh (Special)—In an address 
here on the occasion of the opening of 


the completed lock system of the Ohio 
River on October 17, Hon. J. W. Good, 
Secretary of War, compared the human 
misery involved in the building of the 

tian _ pyramids, monuments of 
To vanity, and the genuine service 
rendered to mankind by the improve- 
ment of the Ohio for navigation. 

“It is a happy circumstance,” Mr. 
Good said, “that the celebration of that 
accomplishment should start in a great 
city, born of that river and nurtured by 
it. Here, at the confluence of the Mo- 
nongahela and the Allegheny, where 
the Ohio begins its triumphant march 
to the Father of Waters, it was early 
determined that Pittsburgh should be a 
great center of transportation and com- 
munication. Pittsburgh has witnessed 
the whole sweep of the progress of 
transportation from the most primitive 
to the most highly improved methods. 

“Pittsburgh owes her birth and 
growth largely to the natural water- 
ways that sweep by her threshold on 
their way to the sea, but these, as na- 
ture left them, were not adequate to 
her growing needs. The railways came 
and with the coming of a new and more 
rapid system of transportation, the 
shallow barges and packet boats which 
plied the unimproved waters proved too 
slow and inefficient and our inland wa- 
terways lost the proud place which they 
had attained in our commerce. 

“But onee more science and engineer- 
ing have brought about an evolution in 
river improvement, in canal building, 
in ship and barge construction and wa- 
ter transportation which makes it not 
only possible but profitable again to 
use the waterways for the cheaper 
transportation of many kinds of goods. 

“For many years the people of the 
Ohio Valley labored to procure the ca- 
nalization of the Ohio River by the 
Federal Government, to make of it, in 
combination with other improved riv- 
ers, a great inland transportation route, 
Their dream has at last been realized 
and 9-foot navigation is now available 
from Pittsburg to Cairo and thence by 
the Mississippi to the sea. 

“The Ohio traverses the industrial 
heart of the country. It becomes a 
River system. Here we have a drain- 
age basin in which, for moderate cost, 
will be provided a modern transporta- 
tion system of 9,000 miles of connected 
waterways of standard channels, serv- 
ing 20 States, starting at the head of 
navigation in the Great Lakes, and ex- 
tending through Chicago to the Gulf of 
Mexico on the South, and an east and 
west system from Pittsburg on the 
east to Kansas City and Sioux City on 
the west. This vast system, furnishing 
cheaper transportation for grain and 
heavy bulk commodities throughout 
this great agricultural and industrial 
part of our country, contains economic 
possibilities for a future growth, devel- 
opment and prosperity that few have 
visualized.

A SMALLER number of men will go 

to the Naval Academy Prepara- 
tory Schools this year than last year, 
it is seen as the returns from the pre- 
liminary examinations are received. 
Most of the returns are in, and show 
that the number who took the exami- 
nation is less than last year. Com- 
manding officers appear to have made 
@ more careful selection of those per- 
mitted to compete. Many excellent 
papers were submitted on the rather 
difficult examination given, of which 
only about 75 passed in all subjects.

Careful record of the performance of 
different groups and their predicted 
percentage of success will be kept in 
order that, in future years, a still 
closer approximation may be made.

"i wife of Col. Ira C. Copley, formerly 
on the staff of Gov. C. S. Deneen of 
Illinois, and representative in Congress 
from that state for 12 years, died Oc- 
tober 25 in St.-Agnes’ Hospital, Balti- 
more- Death was attributed to blood 
poisoning following an operaticr. 

Mrs. Copley was born in Sheboygan, 
Mich., the daughter of W. W. and 
Mary Strohn. She was educated at 
Mills College. Mrs. Copley met Col. 
Copley in Los Angeles where they were 
married March 3, 1892. Besides her 
husband, Mrs. Copley is survived by 
two adopted sons, James and William 
Copley, and a sister, Mrs. Eleanore 
Macaulay. 

Col. and Mrs. Copley had gone to 
Baltimore to participate in the dedi- 
eatory exercises of the Wilmer Optha- 
malogical Institute in Johns Hopkins 
University. Tribute was paid to them 
at the ceremony for Col. and Mrs. Cop- 
ley were responsible for the establish- 
ment of the Institute. 

After the ceremonies Mrs. Copley 
visited the hospital for an examination 
to determine the cause of neuritis from 
which she had been suffering. It was 
decided to perform a comparatively 
minor operation. The blood poisoning 
from which she died set in shortly 
after. 

Mrs. Copiey was an accomplished 
musician, a connoisseur of art, and an 
ardent charity worker.

U. S. S. Colorado Wins Suit 
San Francisco (Special)—Officers 

of the USS Colorado were comp 

exonerated and sole fault for the col- 


upon the latter ship in a_ decision 
handed en Judge K after 
a lengthy trial in the Sou Di- 


vision of the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of 
California. 

The collision occurred at San Pedro 
harbor in March, 1928, with consider- 
able damage to both vessels. A court 
martial exonerated Capt. G. S. Lin- 
coln, who was in command of the 
Colorado and placed the blame on the 
Ruth Alexander. The local steamboat 
investigators, however, tried the navi- 
gating officers of the merchant ship 
and exonerated them, placing the fault 
on the Colorado. 

Officers Cleared 

Subsequently, however, a suit was 
filed by the United States here for 
damages to the Colorado, the Ruth 
Alexander being libelled while in port. 
Mr. George J. Hatfield, United States 
Attorney, represented the government 
in the suit which completely cleared 
Capt. Lincoln and Comdr. (now Capt.) 
F. J. Fletcher. 

Judge Kerrigan in setting forth the 
case in his memorandum opinion said: 

“The ‘Colorado’ was proceeding 
from the open sea to her anchorage in 
the outer harbor, this anchorage ly- 
ing just within the San Pedro break- 
water. To reach the anchorage sne 
swung to port to round the breakwater 
light, heading practically parallel with 
the breakwater at the conclusion of 
the maneuver. As this swing was be- 
gun she was being navigated very 
slowly. 

“In the meantime, the ‘Ruth Alex- 
ander’ had been sighted at about 2,000 
yards distance preceding out of the 
inner harbor on her way to sea. The 
channel is roughly S-shaped, so that 
when the ‘Ruth Alexander’ was first 
sighted .her port light was visible 
Later the twe vessels were practically 
bow on, and both the port and star- 
board lights of the ‘Ruth Alexander’ 
were visible to- the ‘Colorado.’ Then 
the ‘Ruth Alexander’ swung to port, 
rounding to a position from which she 
could proceed to sea past the end of 
the breakwater. The chief controversy 
in this case is as to the position of the 
‘Ruth Alexander’ with relation to the 
‘Colorado’ at the conclusion of this 
swing. The latter’s witnesses testify, 
and I believe it to be the fact, that the 
‘Ruth Alexander’ steadied on the 
course, for approximately three min- 
utes, on which she showed her green, 
starboard, light to the ‘Colorado,’ with 
her range lights in such position as to 
indicate that her course was approxi- 
mately parallel to that of the ‘Colo- 
rado,’ which had by that time prac- 
tically completed her swing round the 
breakwater light. This course would 
result in a starboard to starboard 
passing and would take the ‘Ruth 
Alexander’ to sea round the stern of 
the ‘Colorado.’ 

Prompt Signalling 

“The ‘Ruth Alexander,’ however, 
signalled by one blast for a port to 
port passing, and, without awaiting a 
response, swung to starboard with the 
apparent intention of attempting to 
pass between the ‘Colorado’ and the 
breakwater, across her bow. The ‘Col- 
orado,’ promptly, after less than a min- 
ute, responded with a fiveblast danger 
signal, and made fruitless efforts to 
gain sufficient sternway, by reversing 
her engines and anchoring, to avoid a 
collision. The ‘Ruth Alexander,’ how- 
ever, repeated her one-blast port-pass- 
ing signal and continued her maneu- 
ver, only finally reversing her engines 
one minute before the collision, where- 
as the ‘Colorado’ had reversed her en- 
gines three minutes before the impact. 

“In this state of facts I find the 
‘Ruth Alexander’ to have been at fault 
in commencing and continuing a haz- 
ardous passing maneuver without 
awaiting the assent of the other ves- 
sel, and in face of he five-blast dan- 
ger signal from the ‘Colorado.’ The 
‘Colorado’ took all possible means to 
avoid collision when the danger became 
apparent. The ‘Ruth Alexander’ must 
bear the responsibility for having al- 
tered a safe passing course to one 
fraught with danger. 

Claims Studied 

“On behalf of the ‘Ruth Alexander’ 
it is claimed, however, that Rule 3 of 
the Pilot Rules required the ‘Colorado’ 
to sound two blasts for a starboard to 
starboard passing when within one- 
half mile of the ‘Ruth Alexander,’ and 
that her failure to do so made her | 
equally at fault in the collision.
